sending  its  newsletter  in  an  envelope.  This  will  hopefully  cut  down  on  the 
number  of  ripped  &/or  ruined  copies  of  The  Silver  Bugle.  Unfortunately,  the 
club  may  also  have  to  consider  a  dues  increase  to  cover  the  increase  in  postage 
costs.  Please  feel  free  to  let  me  know  what  you  think. 

I  know  this  is  starting  to  sound  like  a  broken  record,  but  when  you 
don  t  have  much  of  a  social  life  &/or  numismatic  outlet,  this  weekend  (May  10- 
12)  was  heaven. 


It  started  Friday  morning.  I  had  planned  to  drive  to  East  Lansing,  the 
home  of  Michigan  State  University  (my  alma  mater)  for  a  leisurely  day  of 
inspecting  auction  lots  and  perusing  the  bourse  floor  for  additions  to  my 
collections,  maybe  even  take  a  walk  around  MSU’s  campus.  The  Michigan 
State  Numismatic  Society  (MSNS)  holds  its  spring  show  in  E.  Lansing  at  the 
Kellogg  Convention  Center,  which  just  happens  to  be  across  the  street  from 
Emmons  Hall  where  I  lived  my  freshman  year  at  State  (‘68-69)(and  no,  that’s 
not  1868-1869).  Instead  I  received  a  phone  call  asking  me  to  sub  as  a  para- 
professional  at  Dundee  Middle  School.  I  just  retired  from  teaching  this  year 
after  29  years  of  teaching  8th  grade  English  and  middle  school  journalism  The 
district  has  trouble  finding  para-pro  subs,  so  I  put  my  plan  of  spending  the  day  at 
the  MSNS  show  on  hold.  After  subbing  all  day,  I  blasted  off  for  E.  Lansing  at 
3:15.  Pushing  the  70  m.p.h.  limit  to  its  maximum,  I  arrived  at  the  Kellogg 
Center  by  4:35,  84  miles  one  way  -you  do  the  math.  I  went  directly  to  the 
auction  viewing  area  to  begin  inspecting  auction  lots.  There  were  plenty  that  I 
was  interested  in,  including  a  Franklin  Mint-John  Pinches  Silver  Kings  and 
Queens  of  England  Medal  Collection  c.  1970’s.  It  consisted  of  43  beautiful 
brilliant  proof,  sterling  silver,  45mm.  medals  comprised  of  portraits  on  the 
obverse  and  coat-of-arms  on  the  reverse.  The  medals  were  housed  in  a  deluxe 
oversized  album  and  were  accompanied  by  historical  pamphlets  describing  the 
kings  and  queens.  It  was  just  the  kind  of  lot  this  old  vulture  looks  for.  The  pre¬ 
sale  estimate  was  $175-$200.  I’m  thinking  this  lot  will  open  for  $150  and 
maybe  as  a  collector  I  can  get  it  for  $160.  WRONG!  It  opened  at  $200  and  I 
was  left  with  nowhere  to  go  Whitford  Auctions  charge  a  12.5%  buyer’s  fee  and 
as  a  Michigan  non-dealer  resident  I  would  have  to  pay  6%  sales  tax  and  a  3% 
credit  card  fee  to  charge  my  purchases.  (Plus,  I  would  have  to  pay  a  100% 
Mother’s  Day  fee  to  justify  this  outlandish  purchase.)  So  that  put  it  at  $241. 
That’s  still  only  $6  a  medal,  but  I  don’t  know  anyone  who  would  have  bought  it 
from  me  for  that  price.  Being  a  collector  and  not  a  dealer  has  its  drawbacks  I 
did  pick  up  an  unusual  German  pattern  coin  (Sch  297aGI).  It's  a  1 -pfennig 
made  of  black  fiber  sandwiched  on  a  red  composite  core.  I  also  picked  up  4 
Karl  Goetz  medals  and  a  WWII  German  cigarette  card  album  at  the  Fridav  night 
auction. 
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Now  here’s  the  kicker.  The  Saturday  evening  auction  promised  to  be 
even  better  It  was  anchored  by  34  lots  from  a  direct  descendant  of  George  T. 
Morgan,  chief  engraver  of  the  Philadelphia  mint.  Also,  a  large  silver  ingot 
stamped  999  fine  and  measuring  30x25x1 5mm.  and  weighing  124.4  grams  was 
offered  This  unusual  silver  piece  was  from  the  National  Bank  of  Detroit  Money 
Museum  Collection  There  was  also  an  1874  trade  dollar  love  token,  HK449 
Wilson  dollar,  and  HK876  Denver  Mint  piece  that  interested  me.  Unfortunately, 
I  couldn’t  come  back  Saturday  for  the  auction  because  I  had  committed  to 
showing  my  1970  Chevrolet  Chevelle  SS  396  at  a  car  show  at  the  Dundee  Vets 
Club  that  day.  And  with  Sunday  being  Mother’s  Day  instead  of  Father’s  Day,  I 
had  to  follow  Bonnie’s  wishes  for  Sunday  so  I  didn’t  get  back  to  the  MSNS 
show. 


After  auction  viewing  I  did  have  time  to  make  a  couple  of  quick  stops 
on  my  way  out  the  door  at  two  of  my  favorite  TAMS  dealers.  I  picked  up  a 
couple  of  American  Legion  medals,  2  Pythian  medals,  2  Dundee,  Michigan 
tokens,  1  Deerfield,  Michigan  token,  1  Lake  Orion,  Michigan  token,  a  German 
POW  camp  token,  and  something  related  to  silver  rounds,  a  Monroe,  Michigan 
Coin  Club-Dr.  Heath  medal.  1  think  Lou  Kretovics  collects  silver  pieces  that 
relate  to  coin  clubs  and  this  one  has  special  significance  for  me  because  I  was  a 
part  of  the  Monroe  Coin  Club  when  we  minted  these  medals.  On  the  obverse  is 
the  Monroe  Coin  Club  logo,  which  includes  a  bust  of  Dr.  Heath,  the  founder  of 
the  ANA  and  The  Numismatist.  Dr.  Heath  was  the  mayor  Monroe  and  is  buried 
in  Woodlawn  Cemetery  in  Monroe,  Michigan.  These  and  a  few  other  facts  are 
included  on  the  reverse  of  this  sterling  silver  medal. 

Another  thing  I  did  manage  to  notice  about  silver  bars/rounds  offered 
for  sale  were  the  large  number  that  had  New  York  City  and  World  Trade  Center 
connections.  A  lot  of  these  had  decals  applied  in  color.  I  didn’t  have  time  to 
inspect  any  because  the  bourse  floor  was  closing,  so  I  can’t  comment  on  the 
quality.  I  didn’t  see  any  enameled  bars  or  rounds,  but  when  you  are  walking  as 
fast  as  I  had  been  driving,  everything  becomes  a  blur. 

I’ll  try  to  write  more  on  silver  bars/rounds  next  time.  Until  then.

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Who  is  Clarence  L  Criswell?

How  many  of  you  know  Clarence  L.  Criswell  or  have  heard  mention  of 
his  name?  Why  write  an  article  regarding  Clarence  Criswell,  some  of 
you  ask?  Clarence  was  on  the  1st  advisory  board  for  the  Barkeeper’s 
Club,*  which  was  the  first  art  bar  club  formed  back  in  the  early  1970’s 
when  the  bar  craze  all  started!  Since  he  is  an  active  member  of  1ASAC 
(#136)  I  figured  he  should  have  some  great  input  regarding  historical 
information  of  the  silver  art  bar  industry  during  that  time.  I  knew  1 
wanted  to  know  what  Clarence  has  to  say  about  the  bar  industry.  As  a 
result,  I  asked  him  for  an  email  interview  and  he  agreed! 


Clarence  was  bom  in  Oak  Park,  Illinois  and  lived  in  Florida  for  quite 
some  time  before  settling  down  in  Florence,  South  Carolina.  A  married 
man  for  some  44  years  and  the  father  of  tw  o  sons,  Clarence  has 
accomplished  much.  He  is  Chairman  of  the  Board  for  Pee  Dee  Christian 
Book  &  Supply  Co.  He  is  quite  active  as  he  and  his  oldest  son  collect 
pedal  tractors  and  railroad  lanterns.  In  fact,  he  and  his  son  wrote 
Criswell ’ s  Pedal  Tractor  Guide ,  the  full  color  work  on  cast  aluminum 
pedal  tractors.  Now  that  is  certainly  an  accomplishment  Mr.  Criswell! 

Since  Clarence  collected  silver  bars,  he  decided  to  join  the  Barkeepers 
Club  and  was  one  of  nine  appointed  to  the  Is1  Advisory  Board  by  their 
president,  Mr.  Wil  Cranford.  The  club  lasted  several  years.  Several 
more  clubs  were  formed  but  “came  and  went”  according  to  Mr  Criswell 


Clarence  started  collecting  bars  before  they  started  making  the  1  -oz. 
pieces  in  quantity.  He  had  the  old  Foster  sets  plus  some  foreign  cast 
bars.  He  even  contacted  all  the  silver  refineries  around  the  world  and 
had  them  cast  a  small  (5  to  10  oz.)  bar  for  him.  He  sold  a  large  number 
of  his  bars  and  still  has  a  remainder.  His  favorites  were  the  studio  bars 
by  H.  Alvin  Sharpe.  “Mr.  Sharpe  was  an  engraver  and  hand-cut  his  own 
steel  dies.  He  would  strike  his  studio  bars  by  hand  on  hand-rolled 
blanks.” 

Clarence  established  the  Carolina  Mint.  1  asked  him  how  that  came  to 
pass.  “There  were  four  bars  made:  Grover  Criswell.  Chet  Krause,  Save 
our  Panama  Canal  and  the  Citadel.  Citadel  was  my  college,  Grover  was 
my  brother,  Chet  was  a  good  friend  and  we  did  not  need  to  give  away  the 
Panama  Canal,  rhe  dies  were  hand-cut  and  sent  off  to  be  struck  They 
\jvould  harden  the  steel  and  strike  the  bars.”  ^ 
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Who  is  Clarence  Criswell  (cont.) 


1  asked  Clarence  to  elaborate  on  the  silver  bar  industry  from  back  in  the 
1970’s.  Here's  what  he  had  to  say:  “Profit  driven!!!  The  dealers  jumped 
on  this  bandwagon  and  rode  it  to  death.  Anything  and  everything  that 
could  be  in  a  bar  and  sold  was  fair  game.  It  was  a  craze  that  lasted  for  a 
few  years  and  when  they  could  not  sell  big  amounts  at  a  profit,  most  left 
the  field.  Some  who  did  betters  bars  and  mow  mintage  really  liked  to  do 
them  for  collectors  and  that  is  what  it  has  been  for  the  last  10  to  15 
years  ” 

I  asked  Clarence  what  he  thought  about  the  silver  surge  in  1980  due  to 
the  Hunt  brothers  and  this  was  his  reply:  “In  the  period  from  1 981-83, 1 
worked  for  a  gold  and  silver  exchange  in  Florence,  SC  and  we  purchased 
and  melted  thousands  of  ounces  of  silver.  The  spike  in  silver  brought  out 
vast  amounts  of  silver  and  many  bars  were  melted.  It  really  changed  the 
bar  collecting  for  many  years.  With  the  present  price,  it  make  it  fun  to 
collect  again.” 

Amen  to  that  Mr.  Criswell!

TBie  Sogde’s  cAfest

When  one  reads  or  hears  about  an  eagle’s  nest,  one  certainly  would  not 
relate  it  to  silver  -  but  silver  it  is.  The  Eagle’s  Nest  is  a  catchy  name  for 
a  six-piece  dated  set  (1969),  19  !4  ounces  of  .999  fine  silver,  including  a 
2  !4  ounce  round  (FC-6),  5  ounce  round  (FC-9),  10  ounce  octagon  (FC- 
7),  one-ounce  rectangle  (FC-1),  1/4  ounce  (FC-5)  and  !4  ounce  square 
(FC-8). 


Foster  Company  of  Walla  Walla,  Washington  produced  dated  bars 
beginning  in  1969.  They  produced  a  one-ounce  dated  bar  in  1971  (FC-3) 
and  in  1972  produced  FC-4  along  with  an  undated  one-ounce  bar  (FC-2) 
which  was  not  listed  until  the  z  Edition  Guidebook  was  printed.  These 
three  pieces  were  not  made  part  of  the  Eagle’s  Nest. 


The  mint  titled,  boxed  and  sold  the  1969  six-piece  set  in  1977  and 
offered  type  1  and  type  2  varieties.  Silver  Sales,  Inc.  distributed  type  1 
reverse  and  Hercaimy  Enterprises  distributed  type  2  reverse. 

Mintage  is  unknown  of  both  type  1  and  type  2  boxed  Eagle’s  Nest  sets  as 
well  as  individual  pieces.  I  read  where  the  ten-ounce  octagon  (FC-7) 
was  listed  as  “very  scarce”  back  in  1 978  and  FC-8,  a  Vi  ounce  silver 
Eagle  was  listed  as  “scarce.”  That  same  year  the  ten-ounce  alone  sold 
for  $95.  The  Fifth  Edition  values  type  1  ten-ounce  at  $125,  and  type  2  at 
$145. 


I  was  pleased  to  pick  up  a  type  1  boxed  set  of  ‘The  Silver  Eagles’  Nest'  a 
few  months  back.  What  thrills  me  is  these  pieces  were  dated  and  made 
back  in  1969,  a  time  what  a  total  of  only  44  bars  were  made  according  to 
my  count  in  the  5th  Edition  Guidebook ,  and  long  before  art  bars  came 
into  play. 

I  wonder  how  many  Eagles’  Nest  sets  are  still  around  and  intact  today?
